ATTACK ON WALES 


IS THE SOLE TOPIC 


VERYTHING IN PORTO RICO IS PROVISIONAL 


AND TEMPORARY PENDING ACTION OF CONGRESS 


Solicitor General Richards Decides That Constitution 


Does Not Extend to New Pos sessions Without 


an Act of Congress 


"Washington, April i.—Solicitor Gen- 


eral Richards of the department of jus- 
tice has filed a brief in the supreme court 
".vhich fixes the attitude of this govern- 
ment on the question of whether the con- 
stitution extends to the new possessions 
of the United States. The department 
of justice says itCoes not without act o 
congress. 


The case is that of Ramon Baez, a 


native born inhabitant of Puerto Rico, 
who applies for leave to file a petition for 
writs of habeas corpus and certiorari to 
secure his release from 
further im- 


prisonment under a judgment of the 
United States provisional court of Puerto 
Kico sentencing him to two months' im- 
prisonment for illegal voting at a mu- 
nicipal election held under the military 
order. The prayer Is that the writ of 
habeas corpus be directed to Samuel C. 
Eothwell, marshal oi the provisional 
court at Humacoa, P. R., commanding 
him to produce Baez before the supreme 
court, and that the writ of . certiorarl 
issue to the provisional court of Puerto 
Rico commanding it to forward to tHa 
tourt a transcript of the proceedings la 
this case. 
• 


'After reviewing the case the solicitor 


general makes tiie following argument: 
"Is this military court and its trooper 
marshal within the territorial jurisdic- 
tion of this court? Both are- in Puerto 
Rico. While that island has been ceded 
to the United States, congress has as yet 
taken no action toward organizing the 
territory or applying to it the constitu- 
tion and the laws of the United'States. 


"The ultimate disposition and govern- 


ment of territory thus acquired rests 
with congress under the power granted 
it to 'dispose and make all needful rules 
and regulations respecting the territory 
or other property belonging to the United 
States.' 


"Congress has not yet acted. The 


president is therefore still In control, 
acting through the war department. The 
occupation is a military occypatlon. The 
FO-cailed courts are the mere agencies 
of the military power. Everything is 
provisional and temporary. The depart- 
•^ent of justice pf the. United, States is 
ot in operation in Puerto Rico. The 
urt has no jurisdiction of the case pre- 


-anted."

•• asked for a bujjch of shamrocks, and 


throughout the d-ay she wore them upon 
ner breast. 


Prom the pt«r at Kingstown to the 


royal residence in Phoenix park is about 
nine miles. 
Crowds lined the entire dis- 


tance, but there was practically no dis- 
turbfcnoe, the police and military easily 
preserving perfect order. 
Thanks to 


wind and sunflfeine, the forests of bunting 
h»< regained freshness after Tuesday's 
leaking. 


A mo*t interesting ceremony took place 


at the city limits, where an ancient gate 
and castle ttwer had been reproduced. 


1 On the city side of the gate were the 


lord mayor and council in their scarlet 
robes, the mace bearers in blue and sil- 
ver, and several hundred vt the best- 
known Irish, who were provided with 
seats on stands. 
The royal Inniskillmg 


fualiiers lined the road as a guard of 
honor, while behind them were cordons 
Of police, lancers and militia. 


Thousands of spectators awaited the 


coming- of the queen. 
Shortly before her 


arrived the pursniivant-at-arms galloped 
up to the lord mayor and asked permis- 
sion for the entrance of the queen. The 
lord mayor granted the request. 
Back 


galloped the pursur"ant-at-arms, the 
gate banging behind him. Although the 
aged beefeaters, rigged out for the oc- 
casion with costumes from the Gaiety 
theatre, could scarcely totter around, the 
whole scene was a counterpart 
of a 


16th century play. 


Then from the ramparts of the gate 


came a fanfare of trumphets. 
The 


queen was in sight 
Out upon a scar- 


let cloth, laid upon the muddy road, 
stepped the lord mayor and the corpora- 
tion, their robes glowing in the sun- 
shine and their wands and maces flash- 
ing.

Countess Cadogan, who had met the 
royal party at Kingstown, but had-taken 
a special train back, not joining in the 
procession, welcomed the sovereign to 
their Irish residence. 


During the evening the queen sent the 


terd mayor a message, saying that nhe 
was not over fatigued by the morning's 
drive, and had been deeply touched and 
gratified by the welcome she had re- 
ceived. 
The message concluded as fol- 


lows: 
"Her majesty looks forward wltn 


much pleasure to her stay in Ireland." 


Later the queen officially conveyed to 


the lord mayor the following:

How the Heroic 


American Fell in the Is- 


land of Cebu 


Washington April 5—An interesting 


account o-f thec ircumstances attend- 
ing the death of Captain E. D. Smitlu 
Nineteenth Infantry, in a skiimish with 
the insurg-ents near Sosed, Cebu, Feb- 
ruary 5, is contained in a letter written 
by Corporal Benjamin Foulers, Com- 
pany G, Nineteenth infantry, to his 
mother. 
Foulers was with Captain 


Smith at the time of his death and his 
narrative of the affair is so accurate 
It has been added to the official records 
of the war department. 


Captain Smith was a prominent son 


of a prominent citizen of Connecticut 
and a relative of Senator Hawley. He 
was appoined captain in January, 1895. 


Captain Smith was shot in a skirmish 


while searching for some of hla men 
who had strasled a.way from the line. 


Having climbed uj> _nd down the 


steep, trails for 15 miles the small col- 
umn came upon a. collection of Nina 
huts, where it was thuug-ht the weary 
men might pass the night in comfort. 
The captain halted his column about 
3000 yards away and with three men 
proceeded towards thtr .mts to see if 
they rould not be utilized for shelter.

board of the prince's fateon car as th* 
train was starting and fired into th« oar, 
aiming at the prinoe. 


The woahJ-be assassin, who weia im- 


mediately arrested, is a tinsmith namai} 
Sipido, a resident of Brussels, 18 years ot 
age. His pockets were found ^o be full of 
anarchistic literature. 
Sipido subse- 


quently said he wanted to hil^ the Prince 
of Wales "because he caused tlxcw^sandB 
of men to be slaughtered in South 
Africa." 


He fired two shots at the.prlnoe. The 


Princess of Wales and others were in 
the car, but no one was touched. 


Hearing tljg shots, the station master 


rushed to th« scene and knocked down 
SIpido's ajnw as he prepared to fire a third 
shot, and a number of persona thraw 
themselves en the prtoqe's aasaHawt. la 
the coirfution a second man, who was 
quite innocent, was seized, roughly 
handles and beaten. 


After tbt prices had aaowtalned that 


the man who flred the shots had been ar- 
rested he declared himself and the prin- 
cess uninjured and the train started. 


When qjcamined by the. railroad station 


officials, Slpldo declared h* intended to 
kill the prince; that he did not rcgrat his 
action, an^ that he was ready to do It 
again if given a change to do so.

smaller New England states, with its 
half townish, half 
countrified and 


•wholly sleepy air, during the period 
TV "-.en the legislature is not in session 
and you have the Transvaal seat of 
government in wartime, writes the 
New York Herald's Pretoria corre- 
spondent under the date of Feb. 9, 
1900. 
The South African Republic is 


at war with a powerful foe, a war upon 
which the very existence of the nation 
depends, a war involving every polit- 
ical and social right which the Boer 
holds dear, yet Pretoria pursues her 
way tranquilly and seems on the sur- 
face unconcerned. 


Things go on everywhere about as 


usual. The town is destitute of mar- 
tial atmosphere, and if an echo of the 
incessant fighting on the borders, only 
a day's ride by-rail distant, knocks _at 
the hearts of the people their faces 
give no trace of anxiety within. Few- 
soldiers are seen. 
Beyond the half 


dozen sentinels who pace the pave- 
ments about the redstpne staathaus 
and the small bodyguard which twice, 
a day accompanies the president from 
his residence to his official sanctum the 
mailed hand is not in evidence. 


Groups of neatly clad children, the 


little girls in clean white frocks and 
sunshade hats, the boys in shirt waists 
and knickers (you have to rub your 
eyes to realize you are not In the Unlt-

Take a stroll late in the afternoon, 


when the declining sun has spent its 
heat (for it Is summer here), about I 
Sunnyside, the pretty suburban resi- 
dence section of Pretoria. Low, neatly 
built cottages, generally surrounded 
by broad verandas, set back among 
the trees, separated from the wide, 
smooth streets by close cropped hedges 
and well kept lawns, wher& scores of 
fountains play. It is the hour for tea, 
and the tables will be set on the 
yerandas or the lawns. 
About these > 


tables are gathered groups of women, ' 
many of them young and beautiful, ; 
exchanging bits of gossip or talking 
of the absent ones, for there is scarcely 
• 


a cottage that has not one or more va-' 
cancies caused by the move of the men \ 
to the front. 


BO because more than half fEe custom- 
ary departmental force has Insisted on 
going to the front. Every man in tha 
nation Is eager fo'r'military service In 
the field, and it Is with great difficulty 
that the government retains enough 
men to keep the ship of state rnoring. 
Nearly all toe members of tbe volks- 
rand ar* on qoinrnuiido, and c-nJy feur 
members of the executive council, 
which answers the purpose of a cabi- 
net, have remained in Pretoria. Two 
of these are physically incapable of 
taking tho field. 


A tremendous burden falls upon Mr. 


Reitz, the state secretary, which he 
only manages by working early :iu<' 
late. Everywhere along the long, loft v 
corridors of the staathaua the depait- 
mental offices are deserted except here 
and there by a few subontinates. Ask 
for this or that official, and "He's on 
commando" -^5 the almost Invariable 
reply. 
I saw several clerks limping 


about on crutches or carrying an arm 
in a sling. They were wounded early 
in the war and are now doing civil du- 
ty, so that their places In the field can 
be taken by ablebodied burghers. 


The Boer press reflects tho attitude 


of the whole people. The Boers evince 
no enmity toward the English people 
as a whole, who, they think, have been 
misled by the politicians. Portraits of 
Queen Victoria, hung everywhere in 
the hotels, cafes and shops, have not 
been removed. 


"Ah, 
if the queen had her way !t 


would be different!" say the burghers. 
"They say the ministers keep papers 
containing our side of it from her. Is 
this true?" they ask of any one lately 
from Europe. 


I have endeavored to ascertain the 


fighting strength of the federated re- 
publics. Statements vary between 40,- 
000 and 100,000. I have noticed one 
thing, however, which seems to throw 
official light on this much mooted mat- 
ter. As J have already said, the -Boer 
fighting strength consists of the entire 
male population, and every male capa- 
ble of bearing arms is given a number. 
In the official lists of dead and wound- 
ed the numbers are given as well as 
the names'and the commandos. I no- 
ticed on a recent list one wounded 
Boer numbered 68,126. This does not 
mean that there are so many Boers 
now in the field, because the men are 
sent to the front wjthout any refer- 
ence to their registration number, but 
that that number and perhaps more, 
for it is unlikely that this particular 
Boer was the last to register, are ulti- 
mately available for duty. 
To these 


must be added several thousand men 
from Natal and the Cape Colony. The 
burghers not on commando quietly 
harvest the crops, which are ample this 
year. 


Johannesburg, of which it has been 


said that she supports all South Africa, 
is a fearfully dead city at present. The 
bulk of its white population has de- 
serted the Rand, and also many of the 
Kaffirs. The streets are deserted, the 
tram cars do not run, and the hundreds 
of rickshaws have dwindled to half a 
dozen. 
A few decrepit looking cabs 


stand idly about the squares. Most of 
the shops are closed and the windows 
boarded up. The countless chimneys 
which tower above the mines are cold, 
except the few being worked by the 
government. The enormous gold out- 
put has stopped. 


This vast mint, which before the war 


was grinding out money at the rate of 
$1,000,000 a day, has closed down in- 
definitely. 
But one hotel and a few 


small restaurants are open. Million- 
aires no longer loaf in the luxurious 
rooms of the Rand club. Thanks to 
the special police, principally compos- 
ed of Americans, perfect order is main- 
tained and ample protection afforded. 
No saloons are permitted to keep open. 
The same wise precaution is enforced 
in Pretoria. 


A striking feature of Johannesburg 


at present is the large number of Unit- 
ed States flags displayed. The stars 
and stripes wave everywhere, even 
above many Kaffir kraals in the sub- 
urbs. 
Apparently Uncle Sam has a 


few black citizens in South Africa he 
has never heard of. 


More than 3,000 British prisoners are 


now in Pretoria. They are well and 
humanely treated, as they themselves 
gladly testify. 
The officers, of whom 


over 100 have been captured, are quar- 
tered in the Staat Model school, a fine, 
i 


new, well ventilated building. People- ' 
in England who have friends impris- j 
oned by the Boers need have no un- 
easiness on their account.

KRUGER'S HOME LIFE. 


A Hard Woiiccr, Smokes and Ha* 


Fun Witt His Wife. 


A Boer, who- for many years has 


lived in u close intimacy with K.ruger, 
says: "I never met a harder worker in 
my life. I think if Kruger retired into 
private life it would kill him at once, 
just owing to the shoek of a change 
from Intense activity. Work is life to 
him." 


"Is Kruger robust in health?" I ask- 


ed, for it seems to everybody that sinoe 
Joubert and Crouje have disappeared 
the Boer president's life has assumed a 
double importance, says the New York 
Herald's South African correspondent. 


"He is perfectly well," he replied, 


"but he has one trouble. That is in- 
flammation of the eyes, arising from 
excessive smoking. No one can stop 
him. 
He smokes, smokes and thinks, 


thinks while he smokes. There Is one 
peculiar thing about Kruger—his fear 
of his wife. Kruger is very careless in 
matters of dress, and Mrs. Kruger is 
always trying to make him wear two 
shirts during the day, a condition of 
things necessary if you want to look 
clean, because of the ever present red 
dust. Nevertheless Kruger is always 
trying to invent a means of avoiding 
his wife's persistence in the matter of 
that secrrad shirt. 


"Does Mrs. Kruger smoke? No, but 


she takes srroff. - So now and again, 
to get even with her as to the shirts, 
when she is not looking he just slips 
her snuffbox into his pocket and then 
watches her with an amused look as 
she is hunting all over the place for it. 
Then when he thinks the fun has gone 
far enough he lays the box on the table 
and quietly tells'his wife she is getting 
old and cannot see as well as himself, 
for it has been there all the time. 


"When Kruger wants to punish peo- 


ple, he has a way of pinching them, 
using only four fingers of the right 
hand, but those fingers are specially 
strong. He invites the offender to sit 
next him and then grips the flesh of 
the leg between two of his fingers and 
twists it until the person turns blue 
and green. He was particularly irate 
with a gang of four who had stolen 
his horses. 


("'What made you steal my horses?' 
he asked angrily. The leader of the 
gang replied, 'Because they were very 
bad, 
and we thought we would give 


your honor the opportunity to replace 
them with better ones.' 


"Kruger was very angry and pinched 


very hard one after the other till they 
turned all kinds of colors." 


sweethearts, all are missing from the 
homes of Pretoria. Yet their women 
would not have them back as long as 
there is a British soldier on the bor- 
ders of the federated republics. 
The 


national unanimity of this war Is mar- 
velous, and the Boer women are con- 
tent to watch and wait and even suffer 
if need be. If the day. comes when 
Pretoria is bound with a cordon of 
steel and shells are falling In her 
streets, these women will be found 
doing their duty as they see it. A so- 
dety has been formed among the lead- 
ing women of the place resolved upon 
refusing to leave the capital In the 
event of a siege and to remain with 
their menfolk. 


Tennis courts and croquet lawns are 


apt to be tenanted at this hour, for the 
war has by no means crushed social 
activity in the capital. Anything that 
can afford relaxation from the general 
mental strain is eagerly' sought. 
Par- 


ties are frequent, and there is an oc- 
casional dance «£ reception. 
Driving 


is a pastime, m&ch Indulged in, and 
some really handsome equipages turn 
out. In the afternoon sometimes there 
Is cricket. Early in the morning or 
late in the afternoon a few enthusiasts 
may be found driving a ball over the 
golf links. Everybody, or almost every- 
body—there arc a few unregenerated 
nxreptions— attends church regularly, 
:ind special prayer services are held 
for the armies In the field. Once a 
fortnight Oom Paul preaches in the 
pretty church just across the street 
from his residence. He seldom men- 
tions the war In his sermons. Yet It 
is a quiet, orderly, pretty town, Just, 
such a one as hundreds In the United 
States and with jv* such a popula- 
tion. Where Is the 2oer the English 
novelists and newspapers have made 
us familiar with? I do not know. I 
have yet to discover him.

LARGE ORDER OF COAL. 


EnglUh Syndicate Buys 
2,OOO,000 


Ton* In Alabama. 


Walter Parrott, the London banker 


and member of the Stock Exchange, 
who is now in New Orleans, is the au- 
thority for the statement that an Eng- 
lish syndicate of coal dealers has just 
closed a deal by which 2,000,000 tons 
of Alabama coal will be delivered at 
the port of New Orleans for export 
within the next two years. The pur- 
chase price agreed upon is 75 cents a 
ton at the mouth of the coal pits, with 
60 cents allowance for transportation 
to New Orleans, landing the coal there, 
with the cost of loading, etc., for the 
remarkably low price of $1.50 a ton. 
The entire lot of 2,000,000 tons is to be 
reloaded and shipped by steamer from 
New Orleans. The English syndicate 
will use its own steamers (colliers) di- 
rect to New Orleans so as to save the 
ordinary brokerage in handling the 
Ehips. At least ,fene steamer a month 
will be run from New Orleans. 


The order is the largest one for coal 


ever made, and it is understood that If 
it Is a success other orders will be 
made, says the New York Sun. Noth- 
ing has yet been given out as to the 
destination of tho coal, but it is thought 
that it will be shipped to England it- 
self to relieve the coal famine that 
prevails there as well as on the conti- 
nent. There is no reason for believing 
that It has anything to do with recent 
orders placed in the southwest for 
shipment through New Orleans of 500,- 
000,000 feet of timber which is con- 
fessedly for the construction of the 
Cape to Cairo railway and which has 
been temporarily held back because of 
the Boer war.

It was not until his 
boat was covered with blood, several 
of his men dead and others dying that 
he surrendered.

"Mr. 'Standley and the quartermas- 


ter were to be landed at the small 
cove to the eastward of the river run- 
ning past the town of Baler, province 
of Principe. The commanding officer 
said he would not hamper me by or- 
ders, but directed me not to land, but 
to sound at the mouth of the river and 
ascertain tbe distance of the ship from 
the mouth. 
If necessary, I was to 


make a demonstration to call the ene- 
my's attention from the people land- 
ed." 


Lieutenant Gillmore tells how ho 


landed Mr. Standley and the quartor- 
, master and describes his trip up the 
river. He says: 


"The left bank, the side toward the 


enemy, was covered by high marsh 
grass and swamp land, and I knew 
that no outposts could be there. Tho 
right bank was steep, too, and covered 
with a dense growth, and from ob- 
servation I Judged the enemy had only 
their stations on the left side of the 
river. 
As we neared the end of the 


swamp land I was about to give orders 
to return, when we rounded a bend 
and came full on an outpost on solid 
ground. He hailed us and flred a rifle 
as a signal. 


"Before I could answer the bail a 


volley was flred at close range, 50 or GO 
yards. The effect of this volley was. 
terrible. Morrissey was killed instant- 
ly, his brains being scattered over the 
boat and crew, and Dillon was mor- 
tally 'wounded, never recovering con- 
sciousness and dying shortly 
after- 


' ward in the boat. 
Seamark Rynders 


had his fingers cut off the hand, but 
kept bravely to his starboard stroke 
oar. The starboard oars were riddled 
and most of them scattered. Besides, 
the boat was pierced by tbe Reming- 
ton balls and made water fasf. 
As 


soon as possible after recovering from 
the first shock we opened fire with the 
Colt and rifles. 
The ambush was so 


complete that we could not see at what 
to fire, not even smoke. The Colt was 
thrown out of action after the second 
volley, shattering the ammunition box 
and cutting the loading tape. 


"The order was given to back oars, 


but as only a few could be used, the 
others being shattered, the tide drift- 
ed us on a sand bank. Ellsworth, Ed- 
wards and Woodbury tried to swim the 
boat out, but did not succeed. 
The 


volleys were poured in on us on the left 
bank in quick succession, wounding 
mortally McDonald and Nygarcl. At 
this time I was under the impression 
that most of the crew were either 
wounded or killed. The bodies of ihe 
men who had been killed had fallen 
on the bodies of the slighter* men, who 
were struggling in the bottom of the 
boat. The boat was covered with blood 
and presented a fearful sight. The 
cries of tbe mortally wounded in the 
stern of the boat asking me to shoot 
them and not allow them to fall into 
the hands of the savages were heart-

We were 
then sent on board the boat and after 
plugging up the holea made by rifle 
balls pulled up the river. 


"We were landed some distance up 


the river. The next day all who could 
were marched across the country to

SAGO CREAM. 


Soak half a cup of sago over night

There should be just 


enough water to cover It. In the morn- 
ing put it over the fire in a double boil- 
er with a pint of milk and let it simmer 
until the sago is clear. Half an hour 
ought to be enough for this. Stir in two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, add one egg, 
beaten very light, flavor to taste—a lit- 
tle lemon juice and some of the grated 
peel are good for the purpose, and give 
it to the patient 
with cream either 


whipped or plain. All these desserts are 
better when very cold. 


i 
Food, no matter how lig-ht, should not 


be given to a child suffering from debil- 
ity when he is overtired, or rather, he 
should not be allowed to become over- 
tired before his meal. If he has been cx- 
eicising he should be made to lie down 
and rest for a little while before eating. 
A short period of rest should follow his 
meals. In many instances, the child 
should be encouraged to lie in bed until 
well along in the course of the morning. 
It is a great mistake to fancy that there 
is any advantage to the child in forcing 
him to take active exercise when he 
shows a marked disinclination for it. 
Children are usually such active littls 
beings that they are not, except in rare 
cases, disposed to avoid activity unksr, 
they are so far from w ell that they should 
be kept still. It is then that massage is 
of value, and that for outdoor exercise 
driving- should be encouraged 
rather 


than walking or plaj-ing. 
When the 


child cannot obtain the fresh air in any 
other manner he may be wrapped up 
and allowed to sit near an open window, 
but always out of a draft. 


For the child afflicted with tubercular 


disease in anj- of its forms, as to the one 
with a disposition to nervous weakness, 
fats are usually prescribed. The simplest 
form in which to give these is as cream, 
and the patient who can take this in 
abundance on his cereals, on the arrow- 
root jelly, the blanc manges and plain 
pudding's that are given him, is probably 
getting fats in the best way. But again 
comes in the question of variety, and 
the home caterer musit devise a change 
in the method of giving fats if she wishes 
her charge to continue to eat well.- Sim- 
ple cream soups and vegetable purees 
are excellent, an O3rster bisque may be 
made half cream, a bit of broiled bacon- 
will tempt the appetite, a little fat may I 
be mixed judiciously with the sand- j 
wiches of underdone beef. Bread spread 
with Devonshire cream •will sometimes 
bo eaten more willingly than that spread 
with butter. 


Cocoa, made with plenty of millc, may 


be used as a drink. 
A little whipped1 


cream heaped on a slice of milk toast 
-will vary a nourishing dish, and the 
same addition may be macie to clam or 
oyster broth, and, indeed, to any cream 
soup. Besides the articles already men- 
tioned, under done beef and mutton, 
tender poultry, sweetbreads, boiled or 
broiled fish, and most fre^h vegetables 
may be eaten by the anemic patient. 


Never should the duty of eating be 


made too much of a point to the invalid, 
•whether child or adult. There are few 
grown people to whom the thought of 
the necessity of eating a certain amount 
at a certain time does not bring- an ab- 
solute aversion to food, a sensation as of 
an almost physical clutch on the throat. 
The delicate child suffers in the same 
way. 
Divert him at his 'Invalid meals, 


make a festival of them, and his apps- 
tite and health wHl both be the gainers. 


OYSTER BISQUE. 


Drain the liquor from half a pint of 


oysters and heat it. Chop the oysters 
fine. Heat a large cupful of rich milk i 
over the fira and thicken it with a tea- j 
spoonful each of buiter and flour. When j 
it is smooth and the thickening is well 
blended, put In the oysters and let them 
become hot. Beat an egg light, pour a 
little of the hot soup upon it In a cup, re- 
turn all to the fire and cook one minute. 


As was said before, this may be made 


richer by using half cream instead of, 
milk, and it is rcnde7ed more attractive 
If a tablespoonful of whipped cream is 
put 'on top of it after It is in the cup. 


DEVONSHIRE CREAM. 


Set a large pun of new rich crea.m on 


the stove, puttins it -well to one side, 
where the temperature will not rise to 
more than a hundred and fifty degrees.

I5RAIN CAKES. 


Wash about five ounces of calf's brainft 


In cold v>attr. Season with salt and two 
sage leaves. Sin the pan on the stove; 
when it comes to a boil skim the broth, 
thoroughly and simmer for ten minutes; 
t;ike out the brains and put on a cold 
pla-e; when the b:a.ins are quite cold 
cut into vt-ry small pieces and mix with 
thrcs ounce-; of bread crumbs; wash 
some parsley, squeeze dry, and chop 
enough to fill a .final! teaspoon; place ' 
a le-. eL tablespoonful of butter in a, 
sto-.vpan, put it on the fire and when 
melted acid one ounce of flour; one-half 
a teacup of ctock, and the chopped pars- 
ley, 
stir the sauce until it boils and 


thickens, add the bread 
crumbs 
and 


chopped brains, and Mason with grated 
nutmeg-, salt and pepper; beat the yolk 
of an e;jg, add it to tho iauce and stir 
over the rir.j until cooked; then turn the 
whole mixture onto a plate and let It I 
cool; after an hour make the mixture ' 
into cakes of equal size, dredging them ' 
with flour to prevent 
their sticking; j 


brush over with egg.roll in bread crumba 
and set in a frying basket; cook In boil- 
ing fat until a golden brown; this will 
take about two minutes. The cakesirnust 
be touched very little with the hands. 


BOILED COD AND OYSTER SAUCE. 


If a fish kettle is not at hand, a plate 


in the bottom of an ordinary large sauce 
pan. will answer the purpose. The cod is 
then sewed in a piece of cheese cloth, as 
there must be only one thickness of 
cloth over the fish. Finst wash the fish 
in cold water, sew up, lay on the plate 
and cover with boiling- salted water, ten 
minutes being allowed for each pound. 
While the fish is cooking- make a sauce 
by stirring one tablespoonful of sifted 
flour into one of boiling butter, then ad> 
ding gradually to this one-half pint each 
of hot milk and oyster juice; when ali 
smooth stir in the oysters, salt and pep- 
per to taste. When the oysters curl at 
the edges the sauce is done; pour ovej 
the fish and serve at once. 


BEEFSTEAK PIE. 


Three pounds of round steak; trim off 


all the fat and skin; cut into two-inch 
pieces, roll in flour, put it into a porce- 
iam lined or agate saucepan, dust with 
plenty of salt and pepper, cover w i t h 
cold water, put it on a slow fire and let 
simmer until tender. For the crust take 
one quart of flour, one-half pound of 
fresh beef suet, one tabiespoonful of 
lard and salt to ta^te. Rub the lard into 
the flour, chop the suet fine, add to the 
flour and roll out on pie board. Line the 
edge of a. deep dish with the paste, put 
in the meat, cover with the paste (leav- 
ing a good sized vent in the center), and 
hake in a very hot oven until a rich 
brown. 


APPLE PUDDING. 


Prepare apples as for sauce. Cook the 


sauce in a wide, open basin. While the 
apples are cooking prepare the dump- 
lings by sifting one and one-half tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder, and one-half 
teaspoonful of salt, into one pint of fiour; 
rub in one-half tablespoonful of butter 
and mix into a soft dough with sweet 
milk. Roll out one-half inch thick anil- 
cut into small cakes. As soon as the ap- 
ples are all done, sweeten and drop in 
the little cakes over the top as carefully 
as possible. 
Cover tight. 
The cover 


must not touch the cakes. Steam fifteen 
minutes. 
Serve with whipped crewm 


and sugar. 


MAPLE SUGAR BISCUIT. 


A piece of lard the size of an ess, one 


quart of flour, two and one-half tea-, 
spoonfuls baking powder (heaping,) suf- 
ficient milk to mir. like ordinary biscuit. , 
Roll out one-half inch thick, spread with ' 
butter, and then with ga-s.t«d nwiple su- 
gar (over the butter). ,E«H up like jells- 
roll, cut one inch thick, pinching- the.bct- > 
torn together so that suysur won't ran 
out, set close together in a pan and bate" 
twenty-five minutes.

monopolies are being created or fos- 
tered by duties on imports has been 
for forty years constantly cultivated 
with the most audacious untruths. The 
oil trust has been called a child of the 
tariff, though no duty whatever has 
ever helped it. The sugar trust flour- 
ished with no duty on raw sugar, and 
meets under the Dingley tariff the most 
dangerous 
opposition it has 
ever 


known. Trusts by the hundred have 
risen and vanished, most of them going 
out through the bankrupt court and of 
all these hardly a score was left when 
the latest epidemic of industrial com- 
bination came, about the close of 1898, 
as a means of defence for many scat- 
tered and comparatively weak con- 
cerns against the growing power and 
crushing competition of the larger in 
different branches. Whoever will take 
the trouble to make a list of the indus- 
trial corporations will find that much 
more than half have no tariff duty of 
any kind to favor them. He will find 
that many others are obviously helped 
in no way by the tariff, because they 
market their products very 
largely 


abroad, as do the wire corporation and 
the rail and beam combinations. There 
actually remain very few industrial 
corporations which can by any sensible 
person be supposed to owe their ex- 
istence or any part of their power to 
duties on imports. But as to these few 
the question is now, as from the first itt 
has been, whether the surest and the 
only safe protection for the public is 
not to encourage as far as possible the 
domestic competition which it is the 
very object 
of 
protective duties to 


stimulate. Until it can be shown that 
this remedy fails, not merely in a sin- 
gle instance, but morfi often than it 
succeeds, it 
will remain extremely 


doubtful whether there is wisdom in 
making any change of the tariff with 
intention to encourage foreign rather 
than domestic industries.—New York 
Tribune.

His Views on the Precautions Taken 


to Prevent His Escape. 


One of the extracts from Dr. O'Mea- i 


ra's St. Helena diary in The Century 
records Napoleon's views, on the pre- 
cautions taken to prevent his escape. 


He spoke anew about escaping and 


said that if he was inclined to try it, 
which he was not, there were 95 
chances in 100 against his effecting it. 
"But," said he, ''this jailer every week 
Imposes new and vexatious restrictions 
upon me, just as if I was iu a place 
where I had nothing to do but to step 
into a boat and be away. When I was 
at Elba, it was different. 
It is true 


that while one lives there is a chance 
of escape. Although ironed and chain- 
ed dowu. inclosed in a cell of stone and 
every human precaution taken against 
a possibility of it, still there is a chance 
of escape, and the only way to prevent 
it is to put me to death. 


"This is the only sure way. Let him 


put me to death, and all uneasiness on 
the part of the EuropeSi powers, Lord 
Castlcreagh himself and liis govern- 
ment will cease. 
Ko more expense 


then; no more squadrons to watch me 
or poor soldiers, fatigued to death with 
pickets and guards or harassed with 
carrying burdens up those precipices. 
I am sure those poor devils have rea- 
son to hate me and wish my death. 
They must, however, be conscious that 
the fatiguing duties imposed upon 
them are unnecessary aud vexatious, 
as the sight of the island must con- 
vince every one but a suspicious cog- 
lione that escape from it was nearly 
impossible unless, as J have said be- 
fore, that while there is life there is a 
chance, if attempted. 


"Where could I go to, allowing that 1 


got out of the island ? Every place 1 
could arrive at T would find enemies to 
seize me. This governor's conducts-will 
soon be known in England and will not 
procure him any credit there. Those 
officers all will wriie an account of the 
unnecessary rigor with which I am 
treated and their opinion of it The 
newspapers will be full of it."

Few persons probably have heard of 


the marvelous tree of Tibet. Neverthe- 
less for a long time it has enjoyed a 
great reputation in the east. It is a sa- 
cred tree, and fabnlons prices were paid 
for a few of its leaves, 


In his "Souvenirs de Voyage an 


Tibet" Pure Hue speaks of this won- 
derful trea It is essentially of a literary 
and artistic turn of mind and has the 
Btrange habit of producing images and 
hieroglyphics upon its leaves. Some- 
times religions figures take the place of 
the letters. Pere Hno called the myste- 
rious thing "the tree of a thousand 
images." These images are found on 
the leaves, on the stems and on the 
trunk. Near the temple of Buddha, in 
the village of Liousar, Tibet, this 
great tree has stood for years, the plague 
and the puzzle of all the botanists who 
have ever received the gift of faith. 


A great antiquity was given to the 


tree ; indeed it was claimed that it had 
existed from time immemorial But an 
investigation not many years ago proved 
the images on the tree to be fakes. The 
trick was simple enough, like every oth- 
er trick when it is found out. In the 
spring and in the summer on dark 
nights a lama, endowed with acrobatic 
power, with his pockets full of hand 
stamps, climbed all through the tree 
and stamped the leaves with all sorts of 
holy images and characters, the most 
numerous being the following formula: 
"Om mane padone om" (Glory to 
Buddha in the lotus).

STAMFORD SAWMILL BURNED 


Destructive Fire Early This Morning. 


Farnum Brothers Lose Heavily 


Farnum Bros', saw mill at Stamford, 


Vt, was burned to the Aground at an 
early hour this morning. The cause of 
the lire is not knuiwn. The loss is; about 
$4000. There was $1000 insurance on the 
mill, but the property was rfrcentlv 
sold, and it is understood tliat the in- 
surance was not legally transferred to 
the new owners, so it Is a ouestion 
\\ hether anything- can be collected. 


The mill was bui.lt about a year 


and a half ago by Canedy. Carpenter 
& Co., on the Barber farm in Stamford. 
The boiler and ens*ine wore of SO 
horse* power, and the mill was first 
class in all particulars. The boiler was 
bricked in, as the mill \\as expected 
to stand for years, the company having 
a large tiact of timber land from 
which the timber was to bo cut and 
converted into lumber. L,ast month the 
pr .perty was sold to Farrum Bros., 
the well known lime kiln burners of 
i'het-h,ire and this city, tlie former 
company having become interested in 
the Stamford Chemical company. 


Mr. Canedy was in Stamford last 


night and visited the mill at 10 o'clock. 
Everything was all right at that time. 
A light insurance was carried, owing 
to the high rates demanded on risks 
of that character, and it was the habit 


oi" trie ejmt>a.ny to visit t[he n^'UB 
nearly every night at a lafe hour to 
sec that things were right. 


The Farnum Eros', arrived from 


Cheshire this noon and. weovt to Stam- 
ford this afternoon in con-pany with 
Mr. Canedy and Mr. Carpenter to look 
over the ruins. 
They said there was 


but little wood work about the boiler 
and engine, and it was hoped that 
these would not be a total loss. The 
mill \a\\ be rebuilt as soon as oossible 
and. the firm will go ahead with the 
business. This is the busv season in 
the lumbering line, and the company 
\\ill suffer largely from tne loss of 
business as well as from the loss of the 
mill. 
The fire made a great illumination 


and was plainly seem, from the valley 
south of this city by F. J. Haskins, 
•svh.i. was UP early. He knew it to be 
exactly in the direction of the mill, 
and suspected it was that long before 
he learned definitely.

I am still of that 
opinion, and I so farther and say that 
he will be nominated by acclamation."

chances of election, Mr. Mack said, 
"Can, any fair minded man doubt, from 
the impression he made on the people 
8f the city during his recent visit, but 
that he has a warm spot in the hearts 
of the masses?

The resolve to collect and distribute 


information relative to partly aban- 
doned farms and unremunerative lands 
was opposed by Senator Sanderson of 
Essex, on account of the expense in- 
volved. He thought there were but few 
abandoned farms in the state. Sena- 
tor Patch of Middlesex defended th$ re- 
port of the committee and stated the 
conditions under which the bill was 
brought in. He stated also that there 
were abandoned farms in nearly every 
county in the state. Senator Tolman of 
Berkshire thought the small amount to 
bo expended by this bill was justified 
and would be a benefit to many citi- 
zens of this state. Senator Post closed 
the debate in favor of the resolve, a,nd 
the resolve was passed to be engrossed. 


The bill relative to summer schools 


for teachers was passed to engrossment 
after an explanation of its purpooae by 
Senator Tolman of Pittsfiekl. 


The joint committee on the judiciary 


met and formally voted ^o report the 
bill in charge of Representative Dai- 
ton of Salem, taken from the files of 
last year, providing for the abolition of 
the death penalty.

Currier 


and representative Odlin, Davenport, 
Selfridge and Colby dissent.
